A Comparison with Slides and 
Music is the title of Dr. Betty 
Chmaj’s illustrated taik 
scheduled for Wednesday, 
January 10 at 10 am in the 
Music Recital Hall. Dr. Chmaj's 
program is sponsored by the 
Cultural ‘Programs Committee. 
She is CSUS's first 
Distinguished Visitng Professor 
and is a specialist in the field of 
American Studies. It is her 
theory that American social 
movements, like those of the 
30’s and 60's, come in cycles. 
According to Dr. Chmaj, it can 


be shown that the Woody 
Guthrie era (the 30's era of the 
labor revolution and the people's 
movement) was strkingly similar 
to the Bob Dylan era of the 60’s 
(the time of black revolution 
and the counter-culture). Dr. 
Chmaj uses slides and music to 
show the significant parallels 
between the two eras and how 


these parallels found their 
expression in the arts. 
Dr. Chmaj states “...1 think 


each of the eras declined or died 
in similar ways, so that the eras 
of the 40’s and the 70’s may also 
he compared - compared to each 






others and contrasted to the 30's 
and the 60's. Some of the 
implications in that comparison 
may be reassuring but others are 
chilling to contemplate when we 
consider what the 70’s have in 
store for us ” 


War Resister : “ Non-Violence 
Is More Courageous ”

David McKeynolds, National 
Secretary for the War Resisters 
League, spoke in support of 
non-violence last Friday at noon 
in Sc 218. 

He began his talk by pointing 
out the limits to nonviolence. 
His purpose was to show that 
even though nonviolence does 
not seem to be as effective as 
violence at times, in the long run 
nonviolence is more effective in 
that it results in less trouble. 

In pointing out the limits to 
nonviolence, McReynolds 
mentioned Vietnam. Nonviolent 


=< 


protests in both the U.S. and 
South Vietnam (by the 
Buddhists) have failed to bring 
an end to the war. And yet all 
the violence that has occurred 
has failed as well 

Violence is more romantic, 
McReynolds said, but 
nonviolence is more courageous 
And it is not nonviolence itself 
that fails, but the individuals 
who are involved. Thev are too 
willing to quit before their goal 
has been attained. 

McReynolds pointed out the 
follies of using violence as a tool 


for change in our society. The 


“other guys’’ have all the 
weapons! Remember the 
Panthers! 


As a Marxist, a pacifist and a 
realist, McReynolds is an 
interesting phenomenon. He 
holds strong idealistic beliefs and 
lives accordingly, but is able to 
see past his own ideals. He can 
see that those who hold views 
different from his may also be 
right. To him truth is not 
something that can be limited to 
one individual or one group. It 
exists of itself.

At their October 4th meeting, 
the Student Affairs Committee 


took the matter unaGer 
consideration as it concerned the 
campus as a whole. The Faculty 
Affairs Committee also took the 
problem under consideration 
On December 13, 1972, the 
Faculty Affairs Committee 
submitted a recommendation to 
the Faculty that the 
‘Faculty Senate recommends 
that the U. adopt the policy of 
permitting possession and 
consumption of alcoholic 
beverages on campus. Personnel 
availing themselves of this 
privilege should be aware of the 
legal age restrictions and Title 5 
dismissal penalties for abuses in 
consumption of alcohol.”

The Faculty Senate agenda for 
January J1Q0th contains the 
Student Affairs proposal which 
reads, ‘‘Modified alcoholic 
beverage policy for students. (a) 
With regard to consumption and 
serving of alcoholic beverages at 
California State University 
Sacramento, the students of the 
university are 
compliance with all applicable 
laws, ordinances and university 
policies. (b) That student 
Organizations may request 
permission to hold a group 
sponsored which al 
coholic beverages are served or 
consumed. The procedures 
through which such permission 
may be requested and granted 
will be established by the 
Student Activities Office. It is 
understood that such procedures 
will provide a mechanism by 
which there is assurance that 
those under 21 will not be 
served or be allowed to consume 
alcoholic beverages as well as 
conforming to all applicable 
laws, ordinances. regulations and 
university policies.” 

There are several things to keep 
in mind concerning this 
information. If the motion 
passes to allow the consumption 
of alcoholic beverages by 
students, CSUS President James 
Bond may not sign it. There are 
a lot of questions that open up 
Does the consumption have to 
be organizationally sponsored? 
Does that make having a beer 
with your lunch on the quad 
legal or still illegal? Will there be 
a “pub” in the new Student 
Union Building? If you have 
questions you would like to ask 
student or faculty members of 
the appropriate committees, 
please bring them in in written 
form to the Associated Students 
office and we will get answers 
for you.

Pro-Hockey 


In Sacramento?

Ice-Land, the only ice-rink in the city of 
Sacramento, is much too small for ice-hockey but 
ironically Sacramento hockey teams are forced to 
play there. Ice-Land is not only too sma!! to play 
hockey but it also limits the number of people 
who can watch the games. It seats from 200-300 
people 

An Olympic of NHL sized rink can seat from 
2.000-3,500 people. The fact that Sacramento 
does not have an ice-rink large enough for hockey 
teams means that there is no where for the hocky 
players to advance once they've made the senior 
teams. 

Many of the big cities which have Olympic-sized 
or NHL rinks also have semi-pro or pro hockey 
teams. Once hockey players make a semi-pro team 
they are eligible to play pro hockey 

For Sacramento hockey players there is no hope 
of their ever making pro hockey if they remain in 
Sacramento. It seems ridiculous that Sacramento, 
captial city, doesn’t even have a semi-pro hockey 
team but the town of Fresno does. 

If Sacramento would build an Olympic or NHL 
rink semi-pro hocky in the State Capitol would 
become a reality. Members of the SIHA are 
Promoting a sports arena at Cal-Expo which would 
include an NHL ice-rink If it is built, Sacramento 
will have a semi-pro hockey team made up from 
the players in Sacramento’s league. The proposed 
plan is to form a Northern California or North 
Nevada semi-pro hockey league which would 
include from eight to ten teams. This would be 
extremely profitable for Sacramento as well as 
Sacramento's hockey players and fans. 

A semi-pro hockey league would bring much 
publicity to Sacramento and also sportsmen from 
all over California. It would bring hockey fans 
from all over the state too. 

Austin Chapman, the president of the SIHA, 
believes that “Sacramento could support a 
semi-pro hockey team because hockey is the most 
expanding sport in the United States”. He is 
confident that with a semi-pro team Sacramento 
could raise the money and the fans to support a 
pro-hockey league. 

Another person who has an interest in 
Sacramento ice hockey is Dr. Sanderson. He has 
plans for building an NHL rink on Bradshaw Road 
which is due to be finished by the beginning of 
1974. 

Sacramento has others who are promoting the 
construction of an Olympic rink in or 4er to have 
the Olympic skating trials in the capital. In order 
for any progress to be made these promoters must 
have Support from the people: Whether they by 
Olympic fans, hockey fans, skaters or interested 
citizens. If the people would show their support 
by contacting the board of SIHA or in some other 
way, Sacramento could become the progressive 
center for a new ice-arena and semi-pro hockey 
league. Who knows what people it might bring to 
Sacramento.

DR. BOND WILL 
RAP WITH NCAA 


CSUS president Dr. James 
Bond left Sacramento thi 
morning to meet with the 
National Collegiate Athletic 
Association Council. Dr. Bond 
was invited to meet with the 
council, in Chicago, to discuss its 
controversial 1.6 rule. 

Dr. Bond has termed the 1.6 
clause, which resulted in 13 
CSUS athletes being ruled 
ineleigible last fall, as ‘‘unfair.”’ 
Dr. Bond sees the invitation as a 
positive move on the part of the 
NCAA, and foresees little 
Opposition to his viewpoints on 
the ruling. 

Dr. Bond, an avid sports fan, 
stated, “I believe it's about time 
more university presidents take 
active roles in matters such as 
this. It’s a welcome opportunity 
to express my opinion. I’m going 
to make a pitch on the basis of 
that fact.” 

As Dr. Bond will only be 
attending the NCAA’s Council 
meeting and not the NCAA 
convention, CSUS's official 
representitive at the convention 
will be athletic director Donald 
Fuoss. 

According to Dr. Bond, Far 
Western Conference officials 
have instructed all FWC 
representatives to vote against 
maintaining the |.6 ruling when 


the subject comes up to vote. 
There will be 107 items on the 
agenda to be discussed 
Wednesday, Thursday, and 
Friday, and items No. 75 
through No. 87 deal with the 1.6 
ruling. 


Also traveling to Chicago will 

be CSUS head football coach 
Ray Clemons and _ assistant 
coaches John Skube and John 
Maxwell, who will attend the 
American Football Coaches 
Association convention. 








Coach Jack Heron’s Hornet five 
got off on the wrong foot last 
weekend dropping their first two 
Far Western Conference 
encounters, 88-83 to 
CSU-Hayward and 84-65 to 
CSU-San Francisco. The 
Hornets, who once had high 
hopes for the FWC crown are 
now faced with unfavorable 
odds for even a three-way tie.

encounter them in front of the 
library, in the cafeteria or in the 
parking lot--all have their own 
stories to tell. They believe ail 
people can have a “personal 
relationship with Christ.” 

There are strict guidelines for 
those who choose this 
relationship. While pre-marital 
sex, homosexuality, drug abuse, 
and alcoholism are frowned 
upon and openly discouraged, 
there is within the movement a 
feeling of tolerance which seeks 
not to expel the victims of these 
vices, but to educate and 
rehabilitate them into the ways 
of the Lord. Used in this task is 
a booklet entitled “Have You 
Heard of the Four Spiritual 
Laws? which outlines the four 
basic laws of Christianity. These 
are 1) God loves everyone; 2) 
man is sinful and separated from 
God, 3) Christ is the only way to 
redemption. and 4) the 
individual must personally 
receive and accept Christ as the 
Savior

yrganizations. The Campus 


Crusade publication, “Collegiate 
Challenge,’ is devoted to 
religious articles prepared by the 
staff. Much of each issue 
contains personal testimonies 
written by young people who 
want others to share in their 
Christian belief. Almost all of 
these “Voices of Joy” (as that 
section of the magazines 1s 
called) teil readers that before 
accepting Christ their lives were 
confused and insignificant, but 
that a committment to Chnist 
has made their lives spiritually 
rich and meaningful 

Many ambiguities riddle the 
movement. One ambiguity 
concerns the draft. Many Jesus 
People choose to enter the 
service rather than to register as 
Conscientious Objectors.

Youth Fares, Called 
“Unjust,” May End

On December 7, 1972, the Civil 

Aeronautics Board

Pending a hearing this month, 
domestic youth fares could end 
as early as March, with 
international discounts as the 
next target 

Continental Trailways Bus 
Service will be much to blame if 
youth fares go, for it applied 
legal pressure on the CAB after 
losing riders to low air fares. 
Contesting the loss of 
economical air travel is a 
growing coalition of airlines, 
college students, the National 
Student Lobby, National Assn 
of Retired Persons, National 
Assn. of Retired Federal 
Employees, and National 
Council of Senior Citizens. 
Congress can prevent the CAB 
from killing youth fares 
Students should ask 
Congressmen Harley Staggers 
(D-W Va), John Jarmen (D-Okla) 
and Sam Devine (R-Chio) to 
insure that the House Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce 
Committee sends the youth fare 
question to the House floor 
during the first half of 1973, 
Persons who are concerned can 
also write their own 
Congressmen and Senators, 


urging them to vote for vouth 
fares when they come up 

Senators Frank Moss (D-Utah) 
(R-II) and 
Congressman Harvey 
(R-Mich) introduced bills last 
year authorizing discount fares 
for people either under 22 or 
over 65. The combined pressure 
of the young and old got the 
Moss-Percy Bill through the 
Senate, but a stalemate on 
another issue caused it to die in 
the House 

Over the years, the CAB has 
proved itself sensitive to 
pressure. In announcing that 
“the wolf is at the door,”’ NSL 
Executive director, Layton 
Olson, encourages both personal 
efforts and group lobbying to 
save discount air travelling. 

NSL will keep its 200 member 
schools informed of legislation 
on youth fares. 

Russel] Lehrman, head of a 
youth fare concern, stated in 
December, “CAB will continue to 
defer final cancellation of youth 
fares if students and Congress 
start to take action.” 

Since then, the work that many 
united groups have done has 
halted the momentum of the bus 
lines’ drive to boost business at 
the expense of students. At this 
time, no decision is in sight, but 
many travel agencies are certain 
that domestic discount youth 
fares aresafe, for now

It has been a long time coming, 
but the recent upswing in the 
nation’s leading economic 
indicators is good news for this 


year’s CSUS prospective 
graduaies 

The good news came from 
Treasury Secretary Geroge P 


Schulze on the last day of 1972 
and closed a chapter in the 
Nixon administration's four-year 
struggle to control inflation, the 
principle deterrent of economic 
growly 

“T expect a good year for the 
Amencan economy,” Schulze 
said), “That is, a year with mnsing 
output, rising employment, and 
general prosperity.” 

In terms of jobs for degree 
holders, it means this year’s 
graduates will have a one in 
three chance for employment, or 
an eight per cent edge over 1971 
and i972 graduates who had a 
one in four chance for 
employment 

In the early 1970's the public 
began to save more and spend 
less of their payroll dollars 
because they lacked confidence 
in the Nixon administration. 
Now they are spending more and 
saving less and the resulting 
consumer demand has 
contributed significantly to the 
recent economic recovery 
This consumer demand for cash 
and credit to purchase durable 
goods caused the commercial 
banks, and behind them the 
government (through the 
Federal Reserve), to drop 
interest rates and increase the 
flow of new money 

Businesses are now rebuilding 
their depleted inventories which, 
in most instances, creates new 
jobs. And many businesses have 
extended their credit line which 


enables them to manufacture 
and market a host of new 
products, and increase current 


productive capacities as well. 
New investments in residential 
construction indicate a 
reasonably strong consumer 
demand for new homes and the 


continuation of a booming 
residential and business 
contruction cycle, with nsing 


employment 

In the greater Sacramento area 
increased employment 
opportunities for ali 1973 
Prospective applicants will be 
modest, but the increase could 
be dramatic if the Aerojet 
Liquid Rocket and Aerojet Solid 
Propulsion Companies are 
successful with recently adopted 
diversification programs 

Job opportunities with the 
Department of Defense at the 
Army Depot, Mather and 
McClellan bases are expected to 
be three per cent lower than in 
1972.
